If you give novice exams, a few cautions are in order. Be sure that you return 
the completed examination forms to Gettysburg no later that 30 days 
from the date of mailing. Also be sure you know the people that you 
are giving the exams to. The FCC recently published orders to show 
cause as to the fitness of two applicants for amateur licenses. Both 
had been active as "HF'ers" and had CB licenses revoked. It would 
probably be nice to weed out these characters before the FCC had to 
make an issue of it. 

A "HAM's" detection of two policemen engaged in a restaurant burglary, widely 
reported in the press last summer, has some very unusual implications 
according to Florida Skip Editor W4IYT. By follow up investigation, 
Andy found out not only was the scanner equipped "ham" not a ham, 
but the two policemen were using hand-helds crystalled on 146.52, and 
neither of them were Amateurs. Non-amateur use of amateur transmitting
